The Circulation of theſe” Bills indeed is 
their Life, and therefore a ſtop of the 
Circulation in Trade, like that of the Blood, 
throws the Body into Palſies, Pleurifies; and 
Mortal Diſtempers, and the beſt Banks we 
ever had, receive à Blow upon all ſuch O.- 
caſions.
